if the University’s intention concerning Registration for 
1970-71 was to inflict as much anguish as possible on Sir George 
students, and to discourage many from continuing with their 
studies, then one can only conclude that Registration was an 
unqualified success. 

This year’s version of HIT AND MISS introduced a new 
concept — pre-packaging. The plan was simple. In February, each 
student would choose the courses he or she wanted to take for 
the following year. A form would be filled out with the several 
choices, and, lo and behold, when the anxious, eager student 
arrived at the Registration Center in September, all his course 
cards would be neatly packaged in a convenient envelope. And as 
you also know, the Expos will win the World Series this year. 


For numerous reasons, one of the most notable being lack of 
adequate planning, pre-packaging didn’t pan out. The result was 
chaotic. Registration closed one morning at 4:00. Students who 
entered the Hall Building as Psychology majors could well leave as 
having registered for the Cinema program. Those students who 
registered for their pre-packaged choices were few and far 
between. 

Alas, all was not lost, for the University established yet 
another Task Force (the common euphemism for ‘committee’) to 
investigate and report on the problems. 

A report was prepared and presented to University Council in 
November. The recommendation: implement a Pre-Registration 
system. The result: motion defeated, thanks mainly to opposition 
from the Arts Faculty. 

However, in a bold and daring step, University Council 
endorsed the concept of Pre-Registration, but decided to return 
to the pre Pre-Packaging days, promising better efficiency.

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in praise of apathy 


by prof. neil compton 


Prcstomic life sometimes seems to have changed so 
drastically during the three decades | have spent in or around a 
vareity of universities, that | often find it hard to remember 
what persuaded me to adopt so odd a mode of existence in the 
first place. 

In recent years, the whole system has seemed to be turning 
upside down. Boards of governors (once The Enemy) have 
eagerly either turned themselves into rubber stamps or invited 
students and faculty to share their power. Principals have been 
humbled, their office carpets fouled by occupying students, 
and their secret files published in subversive magazines. 
Academics who once willingly embraced lives of relative 
austerity now compete aggressively for jobs with high salaries, 
low or non-existent teaching loads, opportunities for 
“scholarly”’ travel (to exotic places), and such fringe benefits 
as secretarial assistance, unlimited xerox privileges, and 
teaching aides. In the classroom, by contrast, lordly professors 
no longer lay down the law to respectful and deferential 
students. Quite the contrary: everywhere one looks, mature 
academics are abandoning Hathaway shirts and grey flannel 
suits, letting all the hair they have hang out, and turning on 
and into jowly and paunchy elders of the Age of Aquarius. 
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With trembling fingers, they pick up their Course Guides to see 
how students have rated them in the three new R’s — 
Relevance, Rapping (the participatory successor to lecturing) 
and Radicalism. (Rating STUDENTS, of course, is on the way 
to becoming an indefensible anachronism.) 

In the face of all this demoralizing mutability, thank God 
some things remain constant. Whenever 1971 gets too much 
for me, | have only to pick up the current GEORGIAN, read 
this week’s editorial denunciation of student apathy and 
executive incompetence — and | am back to my own halcyon 
years as an undergraduate. Strip away a few scatological 
flourishes and some superficial mannerisms of dress and 
behaviour, and the classical lineaments become clear. Students 
emerge as rock-ribbed conservatives — worthy rivals to 
children, kulaks and superannuated Hollywood stars among 
the great guarantors of continuity and tradition in an 
ever-changing world. The eternal triangular tension of student 
government, student newspaper and apathetic student 
majority seems to constitute a kind of ideal symbiosis, beyond 
the power of all but the most unfavourable circumstances to 
alter. 


This may be a depressing thought for undergraduate 
journalists, who have a vested interest in fanning the flames of 
outrage and discontent. From the point-of-view of everyone 
else, however, apathy is one of the most useful developments 
in academic life since Socrates invented the dialogue in the 
fifth century B.C. Apathy enables the tiny minority of 
students who care about such things (1) to learn the arts of 
administration, budgeting and programme development, (2) to 
serve an apprenticeship to careers in politics, the media or 
public relations, and (3) to perform essential functions on 
behalf of their classmates — all without having to endure the 
boredom and humiliation of stormy public meetings, 
impeachment or ideological skirmishes. As for the Silent Ones 
themselves, they remain blessedly and uniquely free and 
irresponsible for, perhaps, the first and last time in their lives. 
They can get on with the serious business of reading, arguing, 
thinking, loving, painting, making or viewing films, listening to 
records or meditating quietly at corner tables in noisy taverns. 
They are and rightly should be apathetic towards any activity 
that would distract them from the creative paradise which 
they can inhabit for so short a time. As it is almost a tautology 
to point out, the professional students who stay around the 
college to engage in politics — academic or otherwise — have 
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lost their innocence as well as their amateur standing! 

Of course, there are occasions when the system gets so out 
of kilter that even the most ardently apathetic student has to 
rouse himself from lethargy and fight for his rights as a 
member of the academic community. The universities of the 
western world have recently passed through such an iron time. 
Except for those who enjoy a good fight (physical or 
ideological) these periods are apt to be painful and distracting 
to all parties but the media which batten on the heated words 
and deeds of the combatants. 

Now there are signs that the pall of apathy is once more 
descending upon campuses. Some desirable reforms have been 
instituted and there has been a healthy shake-up among 
administrative personnel (an agonizing process for those who 
had to undergo it). Nevertheless, it cannot be claimed that the 
“troubles” have brought any really revolutionary change in the 
nature of most universities in spite of the changes in style | 
have mentioned. Even those who feel most strongly about the 
iniquities of the STATUS QUO often find it easier to 
denounce it than to draw detailed blue prints for a new order. 
Now, for instance, there are student representatives on 
virtually every important body of this university (with the 


exception of the powerful and mysterious Committee of 
Deans). Some of them are more intelligent and resourceful 
committeemen than a faculty member. Nevertheless, they are 
applying their talents and energies to the support of what is 
almsot a counter-revolutionary regime. By co-opting students 
in such wholesale numbers that there are not enough qualified 
bodies to fill all the committee chairs available to them, the 
Establishment has neatly neutralised whatever threat remained 
in the Student Power movement, and ensured that student 
leaders will, in future, be as guilty of perpetrating the way 
things are as anyone else is. Moreover, the ignorance and 
absenteeism of many student representatives makes their 
pretensions to power seem ridiculous. 

As an academic conservative, | find this situation quite 
tolerable. However, if any student activist were to ask my 
advice about how to make the maximum impact upon the 
university community, | should be inclined to advise pulling 
student representatives off all but the highest authority, the 
Board of Governors, and practising the classic trade-union 
tactics of collective bargaining for specific, limited objectives. 
That is the way to apply maximum pressure where it is most 
needed, without dispersing scarce resources of talent and 
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energy where they can achieve little. 

The apathy | have been celebrating is benign only so long as 
it does not extend to what goes on in the classroom. A 
university may be more than the sum total of its formal 
courses, but it is hard to imagine a great institution without a 
vital centre of great teaching. Nothing should be more 
important to students than the curriculum. For this reason, 
one of the main priorities of any responsible student executive 
ought to be the production of a detailed and intelligent course 
guide — an academic equivalent of CONSUMER REPORTS. 
This would not merely help undergraduates to choose from 
among the bewildering variety of programmes offered, but 
would also prompt changes in the curriculum as a whole. The 
professional equivalent of student apathy is ACCIDIE, the 
classic vice of academic sloth. A course guide which is both 
intelligent and hard-hitting would do a great deal to combat 
this dread disease by stimulating faculty into keeping abreast 
of their fields and trying to communicate more efficiently 
with their students. 

Sir George Williams needs such a publication. When and if 
we get one, our students will have a really valuable instrument 
— something worth getting apathetic about! = =.«
